Naturally anything in connection with 
the new Cuyuna iron range in Grow 
Wing county is of interest at this time 
and everybody is watching with expect­ 
ant hope for developments. 
There in a great deal of talk al>out 
mines and mining when any discoveries 
like th e s e in Grow Wing are made and 
where there are indications of such rich 
dc[K>sita. 
Drilling has been going on for about 
two y«»ars and by this time an adequate 
idea can be formed of the extent of the 
ore in this vicinity.

tions in Short Time 


Naturally anything in connection with 
the new Cuyuna iron range in Crow 
Wing county is of interest at this time 
and everybody is watching with expect­ 
ant hope for developments. 
There is a great deal of talk about 
mines and mining when any discoveries 
like these in Crow Wing are made and 
where there are indications of such rich 
deposits. 
Drilling has been going on for about 
two years and by this time an adequate 
idea can be formed of the extent of the 
ore in this vicinity. 
Drills have been 
sunk at short distances clear from the 
northeast end of tho county to within a 
short distance of Brainerd. 
Drills have 
been sunk in section I, Deerwood, and a 
line of ore has been discovered running 
down as far as sections 0 and IO in Nokay 
ake. 
These latter two sections are
